Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.]— 
Treasury experts say that James J. Hill was 
not talking wildly when he asserted that a 
change in the tide had come and the country 
was definitely settled once more in the direc- 
tion of a flood of prosperity. It is true that 
our export trade has been depressed unusu- 
ally, but people at large are beginning to 
_ gpend more money, and the result is seen in 
the treasury statement now unmistakably. 

It always has been a policy of the govern- 
ment to tax luxuries rather than thénecessi- 
ties of life. The result is the treasury state- 
ment every day is a delicate recording ba- 
rometer of the financial condition of the 
country. With a system of taxation based 

on the assessment of luxuries only the people 
fee] the tax but slightly. On the other hand, 
when hard times come the government re- 
eeipts invariably begin to shrink ahead of 
anything else, not because the people are too 
poor to pay the tax but because in panic times 
luxuries are the first things they stop buying. 

Soon after the panic of 1907 treasury re- 
ceipts began to drop off. That financial panic 
was wholly unexpected. The government 
was sailing along on peaceful seas. It had 
abundance of money, and although appro- 
priations were large they did not é 
receipts. When the panic came the 
stopped buying luxuries and immediat 
receipts dropped off. 


- Congress Keeps Up Expenses. 
It was evident what the matter was, be- 
aus the cut in income applied both to in- 
ternal revenue collected exclusively on ar- 
ticles of domestic manufacture and to cus- 
toms duties, which are levied exclusively on 
importations from foreign countries. Con- 
gress had a good chance to cut appropria- 
tions to suit the reduced revenue, but utterly 
failed in its duty, so there was piled up a 
éeficit which now is rapidly nearing the dan- 
ger line of one hundred million dollars, for 
the period since the first day of last July. 

It is easy to see, of course, that if the gov- 
ernment receipts went down after a panic, 
because the people were hoarding money 
they would not go up again until the pub- 
lie began to spend once more. They are now 
feasing rapidly, and the income, both from 
thé internal revenue and the customs, is 
‘largely in excess of that for March of last 

year. There still is a deficit, but the rate of 
@ifference is vastly smaller than it was a 
year ago. In fact, the present indications 
are that by the end of the present fiscal 
year the treasury will be near to a position 
where the current income and expenditures 
will de about equal. 

The indications from the treasury state- 
ment all point to a certain resumption of 
prosperous times. They are not merely in- 
dicated, but they are here, and they are im- 
proving ‘daily. There has been no sudden 
boom, but a steady restoration of confidence. 
The people did not begin to spend their sur- 

plus earnings until they felt certain of the 
outlook. They are not wasting their money 
now on Wall street or in any kind of riotous 
speculation, but they are buying more lux- 
uries abroad and they are spending more for 
cigars, cigarets, beer, whisky, and wine, than 
they were a year ago. , 


Day’s Surplus Half Million. 

So slow but sure has been this movement 
that many people have almost overlooked 
the actual fact. For instance, yesterday the 
treasury took in half a million dollars more 
than it paid out. The receipts for the month 
of March up to last night amounted to 
$49,288,054. When this is compared with 
$40,467,867 for the same time last year, it will 
be seen how much of an advance there is. 
The increase in receipts of all sorts amounts 
approximately to $9,000,000. That means for 
the year more than one hundred million dol- 
lars of increased income from taxation alone. 
When one begins to figure up how that in- 
come is collected, by taxes levied on whiskies 
and cigars and on goods actually bought 
abroad and brought into this country, it will 
be seen how large an expenditure it means 
and how convinced people must be of pros- 


Ip March of last year the worst effects of 
the financial panic were felt at the treasury. 
It took several months for the income to be 
cut down greatly, most of the taxation be- 
ing raised on wholesale products, so that the 
cessation of buying by retail is not felt by 
the government until the movement proceeds 
throughout trade channels up to the man 
Who actually pays the tax for customs or in- 
ternal revenue. In the same way, after con- 
fidence was restored and the country had re- 
fumed business expansion, there was quite 
period when the treasury statement showed 
& condition of stagnation, although business 
Men knew they were doing better every day. 


Improvement on Solid Basis. 
Now the figures show permanent improve- 
ment so large that it cannot be affected by

Cook county organization, thoroughly secret, 
but more important politicklly than any con- 
} ference of the powers which has been held in 
Chicago for years. 

Hopkins was abandoned as a senatorial pos- 
sibility, it is believed, as a result of the con- 
ference. A new man, one who has received 
ho votes as yet in the senatorial deadlock, 
was tentatively considered for the toga, and 
all hut agreed upon. That man is Roy O. 
West. It is not believed the effort will be 
made to elect West this week. 

Reported in the secret conclave which 
broke up just before midnight were these Re- 
publican stars of the first magnitude: Gov. 
Deneen, Mayor Busse, Roy O. West; Post- 
master Campbell, Congressman Lorimer, and 
John F. Devine. 

Gov. Deneen slipped into Chicago just after 
dusk for the conference. Congressman Lori- 
mer had been kept here upon orders from 
Springfield and he hurried from the confer- 
ence to catch a midnight train for the state 
capital to keep the deadlock intact until the 
program to elect West had been explained 
to the downstate members of the legislature. 


Faction Row Settled. 

Incidentally, reports from the conference 
hold that the Cook county Republican po- 
Htical squabble and factional row which has 
existed for years has been tentatively set- 
tled upon a basis mutually acceptable to the 
governor, the mayor, the congressman, and 
the other conferees. How much this means 
in the way of candidates for sheriff and 
county treasurer at the next Cook county 
election, and the probable agreement over 
the nomination for mayor to succeed Mayor 
Busse, is entirely conjecture. 

This, for the reason that every attempt 
was made to keep the conference a profound 
secret and none of the Republican leaders 
who sat in could be located for the purpose of 
au interview after they had sung the doxology 
and “ Blest be the tle that binds,“ or some- 
thing like that. 

It is declared that Mayor Busse stood out 
for Mr. Hopkins to the last and that Post- 
master Campbell joined with him in urging 
the anti-Hopkins interests 9 get into line. 
It was a case of give and fake, the report 
is, with all of the serious and mountain-high 
obstacles which have forced the fighting be- 
tween the factions gradually smoothing down 


to molehills. 


Deadlock Last Thing Discussed. 

All but the senatorship. It is believed, 
from what was heard late at night, that the 
senatorial deadlock was the last thing con- 
sidered for the purpose of definite settle- 
ment. By the time that order of business 
haf been reached, the word goes, everybody 
had found something desirable hanging on 
the family Christmas tree, and the personal- 
ity of the senatorial compromise was, easy 
to draw.

As chairman of the Republican state com- 
mittee since 1904, Mr. West has been in in- 
timate touch with the downstate Republican 
organization men, and some of the con- 
ferees who have been in close touch with 
the Springfield deadlock thought about this, 
and thought that there will not be much 
difficulty attached to the undertaking, but 
not before next week. 


Hopkins in Close Straits. 

The case of Albert J. Hopkins was consid- 
ered in its details, it is believed, and the jury 
decided that it is an impossibility to muster 
the necessary legislative votes to elect him. 
Remembering the near-hostility of the new 
national administration, its flat orders to 
federal office holders to stay away from 
Springfield, and the refusal of President Taft 
to dish out patronage in behalf of the federal 
cause, the peace conferees reached the final 
decision that Mr. Hopkins is eliminated. :

Admits Signing False Affidavit 
in a Shoplifter’s Interest. 


LAWYER ALSO IS INVOLVED. 


Judge Going Puts Physician Under 
Bonds and Orders Inquiry. 


An attempt to protect Josie Mason, a no- 
torious shoplifter, from prosecution by 
means of an alleged false affidavit furnished 
a crowded hour in Municipal Judge Going s 
courtroom late yestérday afternoon. 

When the smoke cleared away a south side 
physician had been denounced by Judge 
Going as a self-confessed perjurer and was 
under bonds to appear in court next Friday, 
with possible grand jury proceedings looming 
large in the foreground. A lawyer, the law- 
yer’s cousin, and a public official were sched- 
uled to give testimony in lively proceedings, 
and the shoplifter herself was being hunted 
for by a detective with a capias. 

The doctor in the case is Thomas J. Bal- 
hatchett, who lives at 6253 Madison avenue. 
He admitted that without seeing the woman 
he swore to an affidavit saying that she was 
too ill to appear in court. Attorney Joseph 
Rosenbaum, representing the girl, said he 
obtained the affidavit from his cousin, George 
Rosenbaum, who, in turn, admitted he gave 
Dr. Balhatchett $40 to sign it. 


Dennis Disputes Doctor’s Word. 
Dr. Balhatchett said he signed the affidavit 
out of friendship for Rosenbaum. County 
Commissioner Joseph M. Dennis, according 
to the doctor, went to him with Rosenbaum to 
get it. Upon hearing this story Commis- 


trouble in swinging the downstate Repub- | sioner Dennis nominated the doctor for an 


unlimited membership in the sociéty of 
Ananias, and said he never saw Rosenhaum 
to his knowledge in his life. 

To complicate matters further, a rumor 
was circulated that a romance lies back of 
the whole affair; that George Rosenbaum got 
the girl out of the bridewell on Feb. 4. after 
she was sent there by Judge Newcomer under 
the name of Bertha Schultz to servean eight 
months’ sentence last January, and that he 
is expected to marry her. George disap- 
peared fpbm the courtroom while the investi- 
gation by Judge Going was at its height. 

The perjury charge was precipitated when 
a case against the Mason girl, charging her 
with stealing lace waists from a department 
store, was called for trial. She was arrested 
a week ago. ; 

Attorney Rosenbaum presented his am- 
davit, signed by Dr. Balhatchett, saying the 
girl was too sick to appear. Detective Mo- 
Guire informed the court that he had seen the 
girl on the street Monday evening. Judge 
Going at once started his investigation. The 
doctor was hustied into court by order of 
the judge. 

Physician Tries to Explain. 

“This young man Rosenbaum and County 
Commissioner Dennis, whom I have known 
for many years, came to my office and asked 
me to issue the affidavit so they could get 
a continuance in the young woman's case 
said the doctor. 

„They said they had made arrangements 
with the state's attorney's office, but that 
they wanted to present the affidavit, so that 
they would be sure to get a delay in the hear- 
ing. I did not attend the young woman, and 
never saw her, but Rosenbaum informed 
me that she was il] and could not appear in 


| 


court. From the symptoms he described I 
decided it was gastritis, and so I wrote out 
the affidavit and swore to it before a notary 
public. I really did not know anything about 
the case, and I only wished to help out | 
Rosenbaum and Dennis.” 

“Did you get any money for signing the 
affidavit?’ asked Judge Going. 

No, except that Rosenbaum placed 61 on 
my desk.“ replied the phyeician. 

He says he paid you 3640.“ 

No, he only gave me two half dollars.” 

Lou are guilty of perjury and attempting 
to defeat the ends of justice,” declared Judge 
Gong.

Release of Woman Explained. 


Judge Newcomer, who sentenced the Ma- 
gon woman, under the name of Bertha 
Schulte, to the house of correction, explained 
her release. 

“I have only meager recollection of the 
case,” he said. “To the best of my memory 
the woman was proved guilty and as it was 
shown that she had been arrested many 
times before, I gave her a long term in the 
bridewell. Later, I believe at the suggestion 
of the state’s attorney, I ordered the sen- 
tence changed and she was released. 

„It was shown that she was sickly and 
that longer incarceration in the institution 
might result in her death, and I believe for 
this reason I ordered her release. It was at 
that time, I believe, that a young man had 
taken an interest in her and was willing to 
marry her if she wae released. I believed 
this would reform her and I let her go at the 
suggestion of the states attorney.“ 


CHICAGO ANTHROPOLOGIST 
IS SLAIN IN PHILIPPINES. 


Dr. William Jones, Who Was in Luzon 
for the Field Museum, Victim of

MANILA, March 31.—Word has been re- 
ceived here of the murder of Dr. William 
Jones, the noted anthropoligist, who was in 
the fiela for the Field museum of Chicago, at 
the town of Dumobato, at the headwaters of 
the Cagayan river in Isbela province. 

No detalls of the attack have been obtained, 
but it is supposed that the scientist was set 
upon and killed by the wild tribesmen of that 
vicinity. 

Dr. Jones had deen in the Philippines two 
years investigating the wild tribes on the 
island and preparing an exhaustive report on 
them for the museum in Chicago. 

For several months he had been studying 
the Ilongots, living among them in the hills.

American Miners Mareh to Meet 
Hungarian Attacks. 


USE OF DYNAMITE FEARED, 


Aliens, Driven from Indiana Camp, 
Reported Returning. 


Jasonville, Ind., March 30.—{Special.}- Two 
hundred American miners, armed, leit Ja- 
sonville tonight for the Bogle mines, (Mee 
miles north, to repel the attack of 150 Hun- 
garian miners who are said to be approsch- 
ing the shaft with the intention of dynamit- 
ing it. 

Later shots were heard in the direction of 
the mines and the distress signal has been 
blown repeatedly by men at the shaft. It is 
impossible to get repor@, as the Hungarians 
have cut the telephone wires to the mines. 

Following the report of the fight, 200 more 
American miners left Linton for the Bogle 
mines. 

The sheriffs of Green and Clay counties, 
with large posses, have gone to prevent a 
battle if possible. The militia company at 
Terre Haute is being held ready. 


Climax of Many Fights. 

The attack on the mines and the march of 
the American workers to the rescue came as 
the climax of several daye’ fighting between 
the natives and the aliens. 

The trouble assumed alarming proportions 
Sunday night, when a mob of Hungarians 
invaded the camp of the Americans and 
began firing into all of the boarding houses 
and homes. The Americans, who at that 
time were unarmed, were forced to leave the 
camp and take refuge in Jasonville. 

Angered by this attack, the Americans 
armed themselves and, gathering some men 
from Jasonville, returned to the camp last 
night, determined to drive the foreign work- 
ers from the place. A committee of the 
Americans was sent to the Hungarian camp 
ahead of the main body to attempt to get the 
aliens to leave without the use of force. 

When the members of the committee came 
within gunshot distance of the boarding 
houses in which the aliens were quartered 
they were met by several volleys of shots 
from the guns of their opponents. One Aiper- 
ican miner was perhaps fatally hurt in this 


first fire. 
Firing Continues All Night. 

The committee then retreated to the main 
body of the Americans and all began a new 
attack on the barricaded foreigners. More 
than 300 shots were fired by the two forces 
and eleven men were injured during the 


fracas.

Protective Committee Probably Will 


Ask Funds at Coming Meeting for 
Legal Fight. 


Stockholders of A. Booth & Co. do not look 
with equanimity upon the settlement with the 
creditors that has been made by P. A. Val- 
entine and his associate, Frank C. Letts. Any 
scheme for reorganization which makes their 
stock valuable only as souvenirs, does not 
1 to them as a good business proposi- 
tion. 

There has been no formal meeting of the 
stockholders’ protective committee, headed 
by George R. Nichols, and represented legally 
by Henry S. Robbins, but such a meeting will 
be held soon. 

It is probable that a proposition will be 
presented to the stockholders, asking them 
to subscribe a certain sum to take the mat- 
ter into court. The plan will be to delay the 
creditors’ reorganization as long as possible 
by legal proceedings, and thereby elicit some 
proposition that is at least more favorable 
than the present situation.

Called Worst Pending Bill. 

It was condemned as the worst bill pend- 
ing before the legislature, and Mr. Chiper- 
field in his discussion of it recognized the 
fact that this appellation had been given it. 
He was told by Representative Pierson that 
the passage of the bill would destroy the 
entire-law relating to conspiracy. Mr. 
Chiperfield said he hoped it would have that 
effect, but that he feared it would not. On 


passage the measure had just five more 


votes than it needed, the result being 82 to 39. 

Representative Stearns introduced a ‘bill 
to give electric lighting companies the right 
of eminent domain in extending their lines. 
The measure provides that in the matter of 
acquiring the right to string feed wires over 
private property electric companies shall 
have the same powers as are possessed under 
oe law by telegraph, and telephone compa- 
nies. 

Senator Jones introduced a bik to estab- 
lish eight hours as the maximum day’s 
work for women. In 1895 a similar law 
passed by the legislature was declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme court. Since 
that time a like law has been passed by the 
Oregon | lature and upheld by the Ore- 
gon Supreme court on the ground of public 
policy, the court holding that discrimination 
between thé working hours of men and wom- 
en is justifiable for the public good. 

The measure merely provides that no wom- 
an shall be permitted or forced to work in any 
manufacturing or mercantile establishment. 
in any restaurant, hotel, laundry, or shop 
longer than eight hours in twenty-four, or 
more than forty-eight hours in any week. 

A bill making it a felony to operate a buck- 
et shop was introduced by Representative T. 
J. O’Brien in the house. It prohibits the 
buying and salé of shares of stock or com- 
modities where no delivery is intended, and 
fixes the punishment for the violation at im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. It covers 
also the exhibition or display of market quo- 
tations with a viey to aiding in the pretended 
purchase or sale of stock or commodities. 
The present law is practically the same, ex- 
cept that it regards violation of the anti- 
hucket shop act as a misdemeanor, and the 
proposed measure of O'Brien would make it 
a felony. Gus Nohe’s recent failure’’ in 
Chicago is accountable for the Introduction 
of the bill. - 


Bills Passed by Senate. 

The senate passed the following bills: 

By Breidt—Préviding for the protection of the 
emblems of benevolent fraternal societies. 

By McElvain—Providing compensation to county 
clerks’ offices for the extension of taxes. 

By Juul—Allowing park boards to divert funds 
for the paving and improving of surrounding 
streets. 

By Hay—Providing for an audit of the vouchers 
of the railroad and warehouse commission. 

By Dailey—Allowing conductors on railroad 
trains and passenger steamers to exercise police 


powers. 

The house, in addition to the Chiperfield 
conspiracy bill, passed a bill making an emer- 
gency appropriation for the Elgin and Kan- 
kakee asylums which have deficits. 


Money for Gunboat Nashville. 

The house also passed the bill to appro- 
priate $7,678 to bring the gunboat Nashville 
from Boston to Chicago, where it will be 
placed at the disposal of the Illinois naval 
reserves. The house advanced the judicial 
apportionment bill to third reading without 
discussion. 

Both houses passed resolutions asking the 
Illinois members of congress to vote for pro- 
visions in the tariff bill putting a duty on 
zinc ore to protect the American zinc in- 
dustry from competition with Mexican ore 
produced by cheap labor. 

Representative King's bill, aimed at the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad in- 
surance system and at similar relief organi- 
zations maintained by other railroads operat- 
ing in Illinois, was given its first discussion 
in the afternoon by the house corporations 
committee, but when the committee was 
about ready to report it out action was post- 
poned for a week to give the representatives 
of the road a chance to be heard. 


Give Up Death Claims. 


The system was described to the committee 
as being one by which the railroad employés 
obtained cheap insurance, but at the expense 
of any legal rights which they might have 
to obtain damages for injuries suffered in 
the company’s service. In the case of death 
the family of the employé killed, it was ex- 
plained, had to choose between surrendering 


rendering the insurance for which the em- 
ployé had been paying during his employ- 
ment. * 

The C., B. and Q. apparently is not in 
well with some of the legislators because 
of the carefulness with which it has issued 
transportation, but the relief association 
connected with the Company and operated by 
it was given an opportunity to present its 
case.

Springfield, III., March 30.—Senator Fot- 
ter’s bill to permit a city or village lying in 
tuo townships to organize as a separate 
township on petition to the county bvard, 
After a long discussion, in w it was de 
clared that the measure in it esent form 
would be an evasion of the local option law, 
was reported out of the committee with the 
recommendation that it do not pass. 

Senator Potter explained the circumstances 
of the city of Marion, which lies in two town- 
ships, as being the occasion for the bili. The 
presence of the word shall instead of 
“may” in the bill, making it mandatory on 
the county supervisors to create a new town- 
ship, was criticised. Senator Potter said he 
would ameng the bill.

The senate committee adopted two resolu- 
tions. One was offered by Senator Dunlap 
and provided that the state would be tickled 
to death if the federal government would 
stretch out a helping hand and build the 
locks and bridges, but that it will not be 
the policy of Illinois to wait until such fed- 
eral aid could be secured. It was declared 
the Intention of the state to get the best re- 
sults it could from §20,000.000 if it had 
to go at the proposition alone and to allow 
that to suffice for the present even if it did 
nothing more than produce a fourteen foot 
barge canal and develop the water power. 

The two big questions which the senate 
committee undertook to settle as a prelim- 
inary to the actual drafting of the bill were 
the questions of federal help and of depth. 

All the members of the committee would 
like to build a nice deep canal through which 
stately lake boats could carry the commerce 
of the lake regions, of the Minnesota and 
Dakota wheat flelds, of the Michigan mines, 
and of all the industries of the north and 
west down the Mississippi to the gulf, but 
they are persuaded that if they cannot let 
the stately lake boats in for a while yet, they 
had better take care of the unstately barges 
and allow the future to deepen the channel 
when the future is able to raise the money. 


Rude Awakening as to Bonds. 

Several members of the committee, notably 
Senator Manny, protested that it was a rude 
awakening from a pleasant dream to be in- 
formed at this late hour that all the ora- 
tory wasted during the campaign for the 
adoption of the constitutional amendment 
permitting the issuance of bonds was 
„ bunk.” 

Mr. Manny said that his constituents had 
been delighted by the pictures drawn by Con- 
gressman Lorimer, Congressman Rainey, 
and ex-Representative Cicero J, *Lindly, 
showing to the excited imaginations of the 
voters of his district great steel lake boats 
steaming down the Illinois river with the 
commerce of a great nation. Mr. Manny 
gaid that he did not care to go back home 
and tell his constituents that Mr. Lorimer, 
Mr. Rainey, Mr. Lindly et al., were speak- 
ing in a Pickwickian sense, and that when 
they spoke of lake boats they really meant 
barges. 

He said that his people had been led to 
believe that $20,000,000 would build a ship 
canal, and that he did not propose to be listed 
as a party to a deceit. It is regarded as 
one of the unfortunate features of the whole 
ship proposition that a great many voters 
throughout the state find themselves in the 
same state of mind as that in which Mr. 
Manny says his constituents are situated. 


Hard to Break the News. 

They were told that $20,000,000 would build 
a ship canal, and their representatives in the 
legislature dislike greatly to break the news 
to them. 

It is the optimistic belief of Gov. Deneen, 
who let up a little on the ship canal talk dum 
ing the campaign when he became disturbed 
by a suspicion that $20,000,000 might not 
do the work, and of men who will support 
the administration program, that the amount 
autherized by the people will build a re- 
spectable canal yet. 

It is on this belief that the senate commit- 
tee has acted. It provides that the difficult 
excavation shall be made to the ultimate 
depth contemplated when the ship canal 
proposition was advocated before the peo- 
ple. There is a question if the money will 


suffice for twenty-four feet and still leave | 


enough for the fourteen feet of dirt excava- 
tion, and for that reason the senate resolu- 
tion carries the saving clause or as nearly 
twenty-four feet as our resources will en- 


able.“

Mr. Browne, in opposing the bill, declared 
that it was intended merely to put a club in 
the hands of state’s attorneys who, might 
then be able to threaten accused persons 
with maximum sentences unless they agreed 
to plead guilty to the charges against them. 

Mr. Wayman, in reply, said that if such 


were the case, that is, if it were the desire 


of the state's attorneys merely to have a 
weapon witlfwhich to force pleas of guilty 
they were better provided with the law in 
its present shape. He said it would be even 
more effective for a prosecuting attorney to 
inform the accused that unless he pleaded 
guilty the prosecuting authorities would 
throw their influence against the man if con- 
victed and prevent favorable action on his 
case by the board of pardons. 

After the debate the committee again voted 
to report out the bill in the shape in which it 
was reported to the house before, and the con- 
test will be renewed on the floor of the house 
by Representative Browne. 

In the senate judiciary committee the Olson 
adult parole bill, with some modifications, 
was reported back by a subcommittee to 
which it had been referred. It will take the 
place of the Cleland and the Foster bills, 
which have been introduced in the senate and 
when acted on by the full committee will be 
reported to the senate as a committee bill. 


Sterilization Measureon Its Way. 

The senate committee also passed out with 
favorable recommendation Senator Don- 
ing’s bill providing for the sterilization of ha- 
bitual criminals and imbeciles. This bill is 
said to be one scheduled for passage in both 
houses and to be practically certain of being 
effective by next July. 

The same committee favorably recommend- 
ed Senator Browne’s bill amending the law 
regarding kidnaping by providing that any 
person who takes a child under the age of 14 
vears shall be punished by death or by life 
imprisonment. The statutes now provide 
that a person kidnaping a child and holding 
it for ransom may be punished by death, but 
the amendment omits the reference to hold- 
ing for ransom and raises the age from 12 
years to 14.

Mr, Ellis spent the morning at the inquiry 
before Special Examiner W. G. Mahaffy into 
the alleged trust relations between the Du 
Font De Nemours Powder company of New 
Jersey and its forty-two allied concerns and 
individuals. 


Learns Progress Made Here. 

In the afternoon his time was occupied 
with private conferences, the purpose of 
which was to discover what progress the 
Jocal authorities have made in the investi- 
gations on foot. The evening up to 9 o'clock 
was spent with District Attorney Sims. He 
jet at 9:05 o’clock on the Erie railroad for 
Columbus, where other important govern- 
ment cases are pending.

Prosecution for Packers. 

Out of the mass of testimony which has 

been taken, there will result some sort of 
prosecution aimed at the vitals of the Na- 
tional Packing company, which is said to be 
the clearing house for all the big packing 
companies at the stockyards. 
Whether Indictments will be returned by 
the “four months” grand jury, which is 
scheduled to make its report on April 6, or 
whether a special grand jury will be called 
together for the purpose. is a question that 
will be decided after Mr. Ellis returns to 
Washington and consults with Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham. 

As for the future of Standard Oil prosecu- 
tions, that also is a question which will be 
decided soon. One of Mr. Ellis’ purposes in 
coming to Chicago was to lock over the in- 
formation which the local office has rela- 
tive to the indictments against the company 
that have not been tried. He further wanted 
to learn whether the testimony which the 
government can reasonably expect to offer in 
these cases will overcome the difficulties 
raised by the Court of Appeals decision in the 
Alton case and Judge Anderson's interpre- 
tation thereof.

ee The big deficit in the treasury, 

r rather excess of expendit over re- 
ceipts, has been a bugaboo for the last year, 
but it will be one no longer. This difference 
between income and outgo since July 1 up 
to the present time is approximately $90,000,- 
000. It may creep up to $100,000,000 by the 
eof the fiscal year, but it will not go much 
beyond that. The deficit for this month 
will be less than $4,000,000, which indicates 
a total for the year less than half what the 
actual amount now is. 

The statement shows that up to last night 
the expenditures for March exceeded the re- 
ceipte by $3,941,045. For the same time last 
year the deficit was $9,382,132. This is an 
extremely favorable showing, but it is not 
all. The expenditures for this month were 
more than $3,000,000 greater than fer the 
same period last year. Thus it will be seen 
that if it were not for these increased ex- 
ere a there would be no more deficit 
at all. 

That there should be an increase in receipts 
from customs duties in the face of a tariff 
bill which was supposed to contain a down- 
‘ward revision, is extremely significant. 
With any kind of a prospect of lower duties 
the average importer would postpone bring- 
ing goods to this country as long as possible.

More Imports Pnder New Tariff. 


When the new tariff bill goes into opera- 
tion there likely will be a great stimulation 


‘of imports all along the line, entirely regard- 


less of what the rates may be The prices 
then will be definitely fixed and importers 
and jobbers can safely lay in a heavy stock, 
whereas at the present they are going along 
as lightly as possible and buying no more 
than necessary to meet the current de- 
mand. 

The figures show that the customs re- 
ceipts this month were $26,438,840, as com- 
pared with $19,693,008 for the same time last 
year. Therefore, there is an increase of 
customs duties for one month of nearly 
$7,000,000, or nearly twice as much as the 
deficit for the same time. The internal reve- 
nue receipts also are increased nearly a 
million in the same time, so that it is evi- 
dent people are taking money out of their 
banks and hiding places, where it was 
hoarded for nearly a year, and are spending 
their surplus freely once more. 

As importations of foreign goods always 
suffer first in case of panic, they recover last 
when confidence returns. This means the 
movement for greater consumption of for- 
eign made articles must have been preceded 
by a decided revival in general business con- 
ditions. Our people are trading heavier at 
the stores, they are doing more cash business 
with each other, and they are beginning to 
buy luxuries once more on a scale approxi- 
mately the same as that which prevailed 
during the boom times of two years ago. 


* 
Public Out of Stock Market. 

Brokers and agents of gpeculative houses 
all unite in saying that the public is pretty 
well out of the stock market. That is a good 
thing for the public, of course, although it is 
hard on the proprietors of the licensed gam- 
bling houses in the Wall street district. 
Most of the railroad and industrial enter- 
prises have had the water pretty well 
squeezed out of them. Not only Mr. Hill 
but many other shrewd railroad men be- 
lieve the people are about to make heavy in- 
vestments in transportation securities, not 
in a speculative way but because they have 
an actual surplus on which they wish to 
earn a profit. 

The first indication of the actual financial 
situation has been a disposition on the part 
of some railroads to take up plans for ex- 
tensive improvements which they were 
forced to abandon in 1907 because they could 
not float their securities on anything like a 
profitable basis: Information has reached 
the interstate commerte commission and 
other government bureaus that the big trunk 
lines will take advantage of the first oppor- 
tunity to put large lines of these imprbve- 
ment securities on the market. As Mr. Hill 
himself pointed out long ago, the railroads 
have been so busy carrying tonnage that 
they have not kept up with their equipment, 
and it will require the expenditure of many 
hundreds of millions of dollars to put them 
in a position to be able-to care for business 
which is certain to be offered to them when 
trade and industry revive completely. 


Public Will Have to Buy. 

The public will have to buy these securities 
to start the ball rolling, and the best thing 
about it is that practically all of these hun- 
dreds of millions of money will be spent in 
cash along the line of the road itself, none 
of these funds being devoted to creating 
fictitious profits for stockholders or for the 
purchase of financial watermelons for 
cliques who control the roads. 

There is y reason to believe that Secre- 
tary Mac h has come into the treasury 
department just in the nick of time, and that 
he will be treated to the joys of prosperous 
governmental financiering rather than to the 
sorrows and the anxieties of the treasury 
secretary who is compelled to hustle around 
to get money to keep the government going, 
and who is forced to resort to means which 
sometimes are dubious to provide funds 
eneugh for the banks and trust companies, 
especially in the Wall street district. 

By the time the new tariff bill gets over 
to the senate the current deficit will be re- 
@uced to such small figures that the talk ofa 
tax on tea and inheritances may safely be 


abandoned.

CONFER ON TARIFF 


Cannon Advises Them to Let. 
the Discussion Run Along ; 
for a While. 


LEADERS OPPOSE HASTE. 


Speaker Thinks There Is Danger 
of Enmity in Stopping 
Debate Short. 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.]— 
The Illinois Republicans of the house held 
a three hour conference in Speaker Cannon's 
room today and agreed on a give and take 
proposition which they hope will lead to a 
solid stand when it comes to adopting the 
rules for the passage of the Payne tariff bill. 
The conference was the result of a move- 
ment on the part of the leaders of the house 
which led to many state conferences during 


the day. 

There is trouble in the minds of the rules 
committee, the speaker and his “ whip” as 
to how to proceed in order to get the tariff 
bill to passage as expeditiously as possible 
and without rubbing too much fur the wrong 
way. It was finally decided to leave the 
bulk of the trouble to the Republican mem- 
bers of the state delegations and have them 
enter a caucus of all Republicans of the 
house with as much of it settled beforehand 
as possible. 

Representative Prince presided over the 
Illinois meeting, which was attended by six- 
teen of the nineteen Republicans, Thistle- 
wood, Fuller, and Lorimer being absent. 
Mr. Cannon in a short address urged a suffi- 
cient conference on all of the tariff sched- 
ules to enable the members from Illinois to 
act as a unit in the house. 


Cannon Outlines His Plan. 


The speaker gave some of his experiences 
in tariff legislation and intimated that it 
might not be a bad thing to allow the tariff 
debate in the house to drift along for a time. 
By this remark the speaker disclosed plainly 
the situation which exists in the house— 
namely: that the leaders are hard pressed to 
devise a rule which will secure an early pas- 
sage of the tariff bill without stfrring up all 
kinds of antagonism amoyg the members and 
endangering the measure. 

Representative Boutell, a member of the 
committee on ways and means, addressed 
the Illinois members at length concerning 
the various schedules over which there seems 
to be a controversy and told of the commit- 
tee’s labor in inserting them. He angwered 
a few questions put to him about the various 
schedules, and defended the committee’s 
action in imposing a tariff on tea and in- 
creasing the tariff on gloves and hosiery. 

Every member of the delegation had a 
chance to express his views. The views of 
those who differ with the ways and means 
‘committee as to the various parts of the 
tariff measure were more of a hope for bet- 
terment than of denunciation. This attitude 
gave the meeting a decidedly peaceful tone. 
There will be discussion of a more specific 
nature at a further conference of the dele- 
gation to be held on Thursday. At this time 
members will put forward the schedules on 
which they consider a vote.should be held in 
a caucus of the party at least. 


Iowa Republicans Meet. 

The Iowa Republicans went further than 
the Illinois Republicans today and adopted 
a resolution to ask for a separate vote on 
these features of the bill—hides, tea, coffee, 
petroleum, gloves and hosiery, glass, lumber, 
steel billets and rods, and on the question of 
increasing the beer tax and doubling the 
government retail liquer license. 

The Minnesota Republican members met 
at the instigation of Representative Tawney, 
whom the speaker has asked to take a labor- 
ing oar and help unravel the tangle into 
which the tariff matters seem to have gotten 
themselves. Tawney and the Minnesota Re- 
publicans are for free lumber and a chance 
to vote on the various other schedules in the 
bill. 

On the understanding there shall be some 
changes permitted in the meature, the chair- 
man of the committee on appropriations has 
answered a call for help and is rounding up 
his men. 

Meeting tonight for the first time since 
the attack in the senate yesterday upon 
the method in which the Republican mem- 
bers of the finance committee are consider- 
ing the tariff bill, Senator Aldrich, chairman 
of the committee, and Senator Elkins, who 
led the faction making the protests, are 
said to have had a highly interesting con- 
ference. 

Mr. Aldrich defended vigorously the pro- 
cedure of the committee in making a bill 
without the aid of the minority members, 
and it is said that he asked Mr. Elkins if 
he intended to stand out against the com- 
mittee in order to make more difficult the 
passage of a tariff bill. 

Denying he had joined a movement in an- 
tagonism to the committee, Mr. Elkins as- 
serted he stood with President Taft on all 
matters pertaining to tariff revision. Many 
senators are looking forward to sharp de- 
bate when the Bacon resolution, demanding 
the admission of all senators to the tariff 
sessions held by the Republican members 
of the finance committee, is brought before 
the senate on Thursday next. 


Heated Debates in House. 

| ‘When the session of the house today got 
well under way the tariff debate waxed 
warm. To Mr. Vreeland of New York was 
accorded the privilege of explaining the po- 
sition of the independent refiners, who want 
the countervafling duty on: crude petroleum 
retained, while Mr. Kitchin of North Caro- 
lina, in an exhaustive treatment of the ques- 
tion, pleaded for the placing of lumber on 
the free list. Others who spoke were Messrs, 
Cox, Ohio; Sterling, Illinois; Hughes, Geor- 
gia; Bates, Pennsylvania; Parker, New Jer. 
sey, and Richardson, Alabama. 

Mr. Cox said there was a large measure of 
public relief that President Taft would fol- 
low policies contrary to the Republican lead- 
ers. The action of the committee in remov- 
ing the duty on hides was disapproved by 
Mr. Sterling of Illinois. Mr. Weisse of Wis- 
consin replied the 15 per cent duty so discrim- 
inated against the American tanner and 
leather manufacturer that they lose $5 
worth of business on every hide, and labor 
loses a dol and a half day’s work. The 
bill does not.remedy the situation, said Mr. 
Sterling.

“Joker” Used by Tobacco Men? 


What is designated as a joker that cost 
the consumers of tobacco in this country 
nearly $45,000,000 was found today in the 
revenue laws by Representative Dawson of 
Iowa, who at once introduced a bill to correct 
the error. 

Under the Dingley tariff law the two ounce 
packages of tobacco sell to the consumer at 
5 cents each and the four ounce packages for 
10 cents. In 1898 a war revenue tax of 6 cents 
a pound additional was levied on tobacco. 
At the same time authorization was given 
for the reduction of the sizes of packages 
from two, three, and four ounces to one and 
two-thirds, two and one-half, and three and 
one-third ounces. When the war tax was 
repealed the packages were not restored to 
the original sizes.

Writes to Mann asa Friend. 

The letter in full fol :

The arguments before ress relating to 
the Payne act bring to light many glaring in- 
consistencies. In most instances they are 
found to be not only a protection to the 
manufacturer, but largely an added and un- 
just tax upon the pocketbooks of the Ameri- 
can ‘common’ people. 

“ Representing, as you do, a district popu- 
lated almost entirely by salaried employés 
and other persons of small means, your ac- 
tion in the matter will be closely scrutinized.

Lumbermen representing fifteen states met 
yesterday in the Auditorium hotel and 
passed resolutions against the proposed low- 
ering of the duty upon lumber. 

There were 150 representatives of firms 
from the west and south present. Someof 
the speakers stated that the Canadian lum- 
ber firms have on hand great quantities of 
low grade lumber ready to send to this coun- 
try, where, they sald, there already is an 
oversupply. ’ 

W. H. Harrington of Fuller, Ala. presided 
and introduced Gifford Pinchot, who is in 
charge of the government conservation bu- 
reau. He said that unless the lumbermen 
took care of the forests and provided for the 
planting of trees the government would 
compel such action. 


Business In jured by Panic. 

The resolutions adopted were in part as 
follows: 

** Whereas, The financial depression of the 
last eighteen months has borne with great 
severity upon the lumber business, and has 
reduced prices in many cases below the cost 
of production, thereby seriously threatening 
the financial stability of many lumber con- 
cerns, large and small, making it necessary 
for those able to do so to shut down their 
mills or reduce their outpu® thus depriving 
labor of employment, and requiring those 
whose current financial obligations will not 
permit them to take such steps, so to change 
their methods of operation as to increase 
waste in the woods and at the mills, and to 
lower the rate of wages at a time when living 
expenses have not been reduced; and, 


Opens Markets to Canada. 

*“ Whereas, It is proposed to lower the al- 
ready low rate of duty upon the products of 
the saw mills, thus to that extent opening 
the markets of the country to the low grade 
product of Canada, which has been piled up 
in anticipation of such an opportunity, which 
lew grade product, finding its way into the 
markets of the United States, would displace 
the low grade domestic product, already in 
excessive supply. 

Resolved, That we, representing the 
30,000 saw mills of the country, do petition 
congress not to inflict this grievous injury 
upog them and the interests dependent upon 
them, but to provide for revenue by placing 
the lumber duty at the point of highest rev- 
enue, which should be about $8 a thousand 
feet, instead of the $1 proposed.” 

Another session of the lumbermen's meet- 
ing will be held today.

Strikes of Steam Fitters and Grocery

A shutdown of all mines in the state is 
threatened by the Illinois Coal Operators’ 
association if the legislature passes the pend- 
ing “ electric shot firing "’ bill. The bill pro- 
vides that shot firing shall be done by a me- 
chanical device operated by electricity above 
ground. 

E. T. Bent, secretary of the association, 
bag Jnstructed the members of the legislative 
committee to notify Gov. Deneen and the 
legislature that mining operations through- 
out the state will be suspended if the bill is 
enacted into law. 

The bill is being pushed by the United Mine 
Workers of Illinals, officers of which contend 
that it is designed to prevent the loss of life 
of shot firers working underground.

Tokio Government Claims III 
Treatment by Peking. 


QUESTIONS. NOT FOR HAGUE. 


Suggestion of Arbitration Declared 
Wholly Out of the Question. 


TOKIO, March 30.—Answering a request 
for an expression of the views of the govern- 
ment concerning China's proposal that the 
Manchurian questions be referred to The 
Hague, in connection with which special dis- 
patches say that China has officially re- 
quested the United States to use its influence 
to persuade Japan to accept, the foreiegn of- 
fice today gave out the following statement: 

Several questions between Japan and 
China of more or less importance, with ref- 
erence to Manchuria, still remain unadjust- 
ed. All readily could be made to yield to 
the diplomatic process of give and take. 
Japan made proposals to China looking to the 
final settlement of oustanding differences. 

“China at first apparently accepted 
Japan's friendly overtures in the spirit in 
which they were tendered. But malign in- 
fluences ultimately were permitted to pre- 
vail, and, without discussing the questions 
or making any counter proposals, China re- 
jected Japan's offer and suggested recourse 
to the permanent court of arbitration at The 
Hague. ) 

„In adopting this extraordinary course 
China is guilty not only of slight courtesy to 
Japan but she has disregarded one of the ex- 
pressed provisions of The Hague convention 
and has completely reversed the usual course 
of procedure. 

Even if the differences in this case could 
at any time appropriately be referred to The 
Hague that time has not arrived. The ques- 
tions are not ripe for such references; diplo- 
matic effort would first have to be exhausted 
and the exact points at issue ascertained and 
specified. 

To invoke at this time an arbitral solution 
would be to request the permanent court at 
The Hague to undertake duties which neces- 
sarily appertain exclusively to the foreign 
offices of Tokio-and Peking. 

But these differences are not of a nature 
to admit of arbitral determination, which 
is limited necessarily to the questions act- 
ually at issue. The controversy covers a 
wide range of interests and calls for a 
correspondingly wide range of accommoda- 
tion.“

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POWERS TO NAME 
RULER OF SERVIA 


Peter’s Successor Probably 
Will Be Chosen Outside 
Balkan States. 


TERMS OF AUSTRIA MET. 


Prince George Gives Over His 
Title and Rights to 
Younger Brother. 


BERLIN, March 30.— The Vossische Zet- 
tung says that the English court sounded 
the European dynasties regarding the un- 
tenable position of the Karageorgevitch 
dynasty of Servia. A further interchange 
of views among the ruling dynasties, says 
the paper, occurred later when it was dis- 
covered that the Servian crown prince had 
participated in a plot for the assassination 
of his grandfather, Prince Nicholas of Mon- 
tenegro. 

The rulers appear to have decided, after 
@ bomb throwing episode at Cettinje, that 
the Karageorgevitch dynasty had placed 
itself outside the circle of European courts, 
and it is assumed, says the Vossische 
Zeitung, that the powers will propose that 
Servia choose a new ruler, if the Servian 
people themselves come to recognize the un- 
tenableness of King Peters position, but 
that the ruler must be a member of one of 
the European princely houses, ‘except the 
Balkan states and the great ruling dynasties. 


Names of Princes Changed. 

BELGRADE, March 80.—King Peter is- 
sued a ukase today changing the names of 
his sons. The step is taken to provide for 
the name of George as the head of the house 
of Karageorgevitch. The former crown 
prince, George, who last week renounced his 
rights to the throne, will henceforth be 
known as Alexander, while Alexander, 
George's younger brother, who has been rec- 
ognized as crown prince, will be known as 
George. 

The formula agreed upon by the powers of 
Europe and Austria-Hungary for the settle- 
ment of the dispute between the dual mon- 
archy and Servia was accepted by the Servian 
government today. 


Pledges That Servia Makes. 


The formula was presented at the foreign 
office by the British, French, German. Rus- 
sian, and Italian ministers, and Servia will, 
through her minister at Vienna, deliver to 
the Austrian government tomorrow:a note 
to the following effect: 

“ First—Servia declares that her rights 
have not been violated by the annexation by 
Austria-Hungary of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
and accepts the powers’ decision to annul 
paragraph 25 of the treaty of Berlin. 

“ Second—Servia will not protest against 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

** Third—Servia will maintain peaceful re- 
lations with Austria-Hungary. 

** Fourth—Servia will return her military 
forces to normal conditions by discharging 
the reservists and volunteers and will not 
attempt the formation of irregular troops 
or bands.“ 
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Rumored Attempt on Ex-Presi- 
dent Declared Groundless. 
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PREPARE FOR HIM IN ITALY. 


Church andCivil Authorities Extend 
Welcome and Guards Are Picked. 


PONTA DEL GADA, the Azores, March 30. 
~The steamship Hamburg left here today for 
Gibraltar with ex- President Roosevelt on 
board. While the Roosevelt party was on 
shore here the report that Mr. Roosevelt had 
been attacked early in the vayage by an in- 
gane steerage passenger was denied. It was 
declared that no such incident occurred. 

A great crowd greeted the Hamburg at the 
landing today, There was great excitement 
among the people, who wished to see the 
former president. 

Mr. Roosevelt came ashore at 10 o'clock in 
the morning. The crowd assembled at the 
dock gave him an ovation. He was greeted 
by Edward A. Creevey and William W. 
Nicholls, réspectively the American consul 
and vice consul at St. Michaels, with whom 
he drove around Ponta del Gada in an auto- 
mobile. In this trip Mr. Roosevelt was ac- 
companied by the members of his party. 

The Hamburg is due in Gibraltar on Thurs- 


Consul Shows Him Town. 

In his drive around Horta yesterday Mr. 
Roosevelt wag accompanied by Moyses 
Benarus, the American consul. A large 
crowd had assembled at the wharf while 
Mr. Roosevelt was viewing the city, and 
when he returned to the docks to go out to the 
Hamburg he was given an enthusiastic send 
off by the English, German, and Portuguese 
residents of Horta. He returned to the 
steamer in the consul’s boat. 


Welcome to Rome Given. 

ROME, March 30.—The following messages 
of welcome from Cardinal Satolli, former 
papal delegate to the United States, and 
Ernest Nathan, the mayor of Rome, have 
been dispatched by wireless telegraphy to 
Theodore osevelt on board the steamer 
Hamburg. Cardinal Satolli said. 

„ Recalling the cordial reception given me 
at the White house, I send you my cordial 
greetings and congratulations om your 
glorious administration of the presidency of 
the United States, my wishes that you may 
have a happy journey, and my hope of 
meeting you personally in. Rome before you 
return to America.“ 

Sig. Nathan’s greetiggs were as follows: 

“To Theodore Roosevelt, the worthy suc- 
cessor of Washington and Lincoln, and the 
champion of truth and fearless integrity, 
Rome, the soul of united Italy, sends her 
friendliest welcome and heralds his coming 
across the ocean.” 

These messages were dispatched before 
the news of the reported assault on Mr. 
Roosevelt became known here. King Victor 
Emmanuel, when informed of the reported 
attempt on Mr. Roosevelt, said that if the re- 
port was true he was greatly pained and re- 
gretted the occurrence exceedingly. The 
pope, when told of the report, said he inex- 
pressibly regretted this deviation of a mem- 
ber of society from the straight path.

Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.}]— 
There will be an important conference at the 
gtate department tomorrow, which will de- 

whether or not the relations be- 
the United States and Canada shall 
pe free from disputes. The conference will 
de of special importance to Chicago and 
lake interests generally, since it relates to the 
control of the waters of the great lakes and 
diversions therefrom. 

There is a possibility that the negotiations 
which resulted in the signature of a com- 
prehensive waterways treaty by Euhu Root, 
when secretary of state, and James Bryce, 
the British ambassador, may have to be re- 


- pewed again, in which eVent the drainage 


canal at Chicago would reappear in the dis- 
cussion between the two countries. 

The conference is due to the indisposition 
of Canada to accept unmodified the amend- 
ment to the waterways treaty made by the 
genate as a result of the insistence of Sena- 
tor William Alden Smith of Michigan. The 
purpose of the treaty was fourfold, to pro- 
tect the common.waters in the interest of 
navigation, to settlé pending disputes as to 
the diversion of waters, to preserve Niagara 
Falls and other scenic displays, and to pre- 
vent disputes from arising in the future. 


No Limit on Domestic Uses. 

No limit was placed by treaty upon diver- 
sion of waters for domestic and sanitary 
purposes, and indeed it wak specifically de- 
clared that such use should be given prefer- 
ence. It was declared that preference 
should be given also for the use of water 
for navigation, including service canals, and 
for power and irrigation purposes. 

Senator Smith objected to the article of 
the treaty under which the two countries 
agreed to an equal division of boundary 
waters, save in the case of two streams in 
Montana, claiming that the United States, 
and particularly the state of Michigan, were 
sacrificing their interests at Sault Ste. Marie. 
At the point where the waters of Lake Su- 
perior enter the St. Mary's river ie a fall of 
nineteen and one-half feet, and the water 
power that can be generated from rapids, 
‘the flow of which amounts to over 100,000 
cubic feet per second, is greater in quantity 
than can be produced at any other point 
along the frontier with the exception of 
Niagara Falls. 

In view of the location of the international 
boundary Mr. Smith asserted that the state 
of Michigan controlled 78,000 cubic feet per 
gecond, while Canada exercised rights over 
only 24,000 cubic feet. Under the circum- 
stances, therefore, he urged that the princi- 
ple of equal division should not be allowed 
to apply, and against the most vigorous op- 
position on the part of the state department, 
succeeded in inducing the senate to adopt a 
resolution to be attached to the treaty pro- 
viding for a division of the waters at Sault 
4 Marie in excess of what was necessary 
or navigation purposes according to terri- 
torial ownership thereover. 


Treaty Unpopular in Canada. 

The treaty was never popular in Canada, 
and the senate resolution has increased the 
sentiment against it. The attitude of the 
British government led the state depart:nent 
to believe that Canada eventually would ac- 

t the interpretation of the upper house of 

gress.. The discussion between the Unit- 
ed es and the dominion, however, indi- 
cates that the latter is not so complaisant 
as the mother country and proposes to add an 
interpretation of its own to the treaty. 

In other words, it wants the principle of 
equal division observed, and has sent its 
minister of justice, A. N. Aylesworth, K. C., 
to present its desires to the British ambassa- 
dor and to Secretary of State Knox. Mr. 
Knox wants the treaty to be enforced and 
will use every argument in his power to in- 
duce the Canadian c ssioner to accept 
the senate resolution. If the Canadian in- 
sists upon further modification, it is likely 
the treaty again will be laid before the senate, 
with the request either that the resolution 
be withdrawn or the Canadian position be 
met in some way. 

The matter is of vital importance not only 
because of the disposition of all questions re- 
lating to the uses of the waters of the great 
lakes, but on account of the effect upon 
the remaining controversies to be arranged 
with Canada and Great Britain. Mr. Root 
was extremely active in his efforts to settle 
Canadian disputes, with the result that the 
Newfoundland fisheries troubles have been 
referred to arbitration and an agreement 
exists for the regulation of fisheries upon 
the great lakes. 

Protection of Seals Included. 

But an important subject which remains 
to be discussed is that of the protection of 
fur seals in Bering sea. As is generally 
known, the fur seal herd has dwindled tq 
insignificant size as the result of pelagic 
sealing—that is, the killing of seals at sea 
and ‘outside the protected zone. It is impos- 
sible for the United States, Great Britain, 
and Canada to prevent this practice in view 
of the participation therein of Japanese and 
Russians. 

Mr. Root initiated negotiations looking to 
an international conference which should 
adopt regulations doing away with the 
pelagic sealing and insuring preservation of 
the animal. Secretary Knox has continued 
the Root policy and has secured the assent 
of Japan and Russia to the conference. 
Should the waterways convention fail, how- 
ever, there is no reason to believe that Can- 
ada would be willing to permit an interne- 
tional discussion. 

It was learned at the state department 
today that no negotiations have been sug- 
gested or proposed looking to any change 
in the agreement between the United States 
and Great Britain respecting the limitation 
of armaments on the great lakes. Of course, 
if the dominion should seek to place cruisers 
upon the lakes the Unt States would take 
ike action: indeed, it would see to it that thie 
country was provided with a superior arma- 
ment.

SEMINOLES ARE AROUSED. 


Unconfirmed Rumor That Freedmen 
Are on the Warpath. 


Oklahoma, Okla., March 80 —I[ Special. 1 
At midnight a dispatch from Henryetta re- 
ported that Crazy Snake, the outlaw Creek 
chieftain, had been captured, badly wounded, 
in the Concharta mountains, southwest of 
Henryetta, by the militia under Col. Hoffman. 

A later bulletin from Muskogee states 
that Crazy Snake, the leader of the band of 
Indian and negro outlaws, has been taken 
into custody, and is being held at Thompson, 
a few miles from tah. 


Chieftain Is Badly Wounded. 

The old Indian is said to have surrendered 
without a fight and is badly wounded, siffer- 
ing from a gunshot wound in the hip sus- 
tained in an encounter with an officer’s posse. 
It is said official statements as to Crazy 
Snake’s capture are being withheld because 
of the intense feeling prevalent. The Indian 
will be taken to the federal prison at Musko- 
gee tomorrow. . 

The latest reports from the militia had it 
that Col. Hoffman's force had advanced 
from Henryetta to Stedham, in the Canadian 
river bottoms, at the foot of the Concharta 
mountains. Reports early today stated that 
Crazy Snake had sent word to Col. Hoffman 
that he was badly wounded and wished to 
surrender, but feared to trust himself to 
local authorities. 

Seminoles Greatly Excited. 

Great excitement prevails among the Semi- 
nole freedmen in the vicinity of Holdenville 
because of the arrest of one of their number, 
Frank Coker, charged with killing Marshal 
Baum and Deputy Odom during the fight at 
Crazy Snake's house Saturday. 

Reports reached Oklahoma City that the 
Seminoles are arming to join Crazy Snake's 
band. Negro agitators worked among the 
Indians throughout the evening in an effort 
to incite them to an uprising. 

The story wired that the Seminoles had 
risen and were on the march in armed bodies 
could not be confirmed. 


Fatality Reports at Variance. 

It is charged ghat efforts are being made 
to belittle the Indian trouble on account of 
the supposed unpleasant notoriety to the 
state. For this reason it is hard to get at 
the real facts regarding the number of dead 
and injured since fighting began last Thurs- 
day. A dispatch from Henryetta tonight 
said military officers had reported unofficial- 
ly that three negroes and Indians had been 
killed since Thursday. All efforts to es- 
tablish the truth or falsity of the reports 
are vain. 

A prominent citizen of Sapulpa declares 
emphatically that the bodies of nearly thirty 
negroes had been found near the scene of 
the original disturbance near Crazy Snake's 
home. 


THREE ENGINES IN ONE WRECK.

President Seconds Senator 
Root’s Praise of Former 
Head of Harvard. 


ENVOY TO GREAT BRITAIN 
Great Educator Hailed as Equal 
to Upholding Dignity of 
Office Abroad. 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—President 
Taft, speaking at a dinner to President 
Charles W. Eliot of Harvard university in 
this city tonight, announced by direct in- 
ference that Dr. Eliot had been offered and 
was considering the appoiniment of am- 
baseador to Great Britain. 

Senator Root of New York had indicated 
the selection of Dr. Eliot earlier in the even- 
ing, and President Taft made the announgs- 
ment stronger by declaring he indorsed all 
Senator Root had said. 

Mr. Root declared that “ before whatever 
monarch he (Eliot) shall stand we will know 
our great republic in all its good qualities 
is represented by a true American gentile 
man.“ 5 0 

The dinner was given by the Harvard 
alumni of Washington. President Taft, on 
arriving at the banquet hall late in the 
evening, was greeted with rousing choruses 
of Here's to Good Old Yale, Drink ‘er 
Down,“ and with nine reverberating Har- 
vard rahs.“ 


Root Enthuses Dinner Guests, 

Dr. Eliot was the first speaker of the even- 
ing and was immediately followed by Senator 
Root, who after relating several anecdotes on 
Mr. Taft paid a forceful and eloquent tribute 
to the retiring Harvard president. He fairly 
swept his audience off its feet when in con- 
cluding he sald: 

Should it so befall Dr. Eliot to be accred- 
ited as the American ambassador to one of 
the great courts of Europe, before whatever 
monarch he shall stand there we shall know 
our great republic in all the good qualities of 
truth and sincerity in nature, in all its pious 
ideals and aspirations is represented by a 
man, an American gentleman, a scholar, a 
sage indeed.“ 

President Taft was the last to speak. It 
was nearly midnight when he arose, and he 
declared he would not give Senator Root an- 
other opportunity to joke about his having 
kept a dinner company until 4 o’clock in the 
motning. The president devoted himself en- 
tirely to a eulogy of Dr. Eliot and the ideals 
of education and the fostering of the univer- 
sity spirit for which he has stood. He re- 
ferred to the Harvard president as the head 
of the educational movement of the last forty 
years. 

Taft Indorses Eliot Future. 

In concluding President Taft caused anoth- 
er great outburst of cheering by declaring 
that he indorsed all that Senator Root had 
said in his tribute to Dr. Eliot.

“Packey” Knocks Out “Third 
Man” for Declaring Desh- 
ler Bout a Draw. 


ALMOST CAUSES A RIOT. 


Verdict Unjust to the Chicagoan, 
but His Act Ends Career in 
Boston Town. 


Boston, Mass, March 90.—[{Special.J— 
“ Packey " McFarland of Chicago, who as- 
pires to the title held by Battling Nelson, is 
done with boxing in this town, for a while at 
least. After Referee Sheehan had decided 
the twelve round bout with Dave Deshler a 
draw tonight, McFarland swung on the ref- 
eree and put that individual down and out for 
nearly a minute. 

It was the most cowardly act seen in the 
local ring in many years and marks the end 
of McFarland as a local attraction. 

The act nearly precipitated a riot, for the 
seconds of both fighters mixed it up merrily 
in the ring until separated by the club 
officials. 
ager, endeavored to make an explanation, 
but was hooted out of the ring. McFarland 
was obliged to remain in the ring for ten min- 
utes. in fear of bodily harm, before he could 
get to the dressing room. 


McFarland Earned Decision. 

The fight was McFarland’s, but only by a 
slight margin. He showed well in the early 
rounds, but weakened toward the end and 
was outclassed by the Cambridge boy. Mc- 
Farland had a good punch and landed on 
Deshler's jaw with great frequency, but the 
full power was not there all the time, con- 
sequently the home boy was saved a lot of 
punighment. 

McFarland has figured in two bouts here 
and has yet to show class worthy of a go 
with Nelson. His footwork was slow and he de- 
pemied wholly upon a right over hand swing, 
which was gauged pretty nicely by Deshler to- 
night. Both boys blocked effectively, but clean 
breaks prevented infighting, and both boys are 
strong at this style of milling. 

Little action marked the early rounds, and not 
until the fifth did the men warm up. At this 
stage Deshler was in and out with great speed, 
but his leads were light, while McFariand in his 
few blows hit hard. 

Cut Under Eye Bothers “Packey.”’ 

In the tenth Deshler opened a cut under the 
westerner’s eye. It bled freely and caused him 
much bother. In the eleventh Deshler tore after 
McFarland and beat him around the ring with 
right and left swings. In the closing round Desh- 
ler again took the aggressive and by keeping on 
top of Packey prevented him from hitting at long 
range, his favorite suit 

The fight closed with Deshler hammering his man 
hard against the ropes. Referee Sheehan was then 
given his quietus by the aspiring westerner. 

A ntixup followed, in which the seconds and rub- 
bers of both fighters,exchanged blows. Several 
outsiders Jumped into the sing and broke up the 
mélée. 

McFarland apologized for striking the referee, 
but he declared he thought the decision unfair.

He 
gave a tea party in his studio, 51 West Tenth 
street, to celebrate his departure from the 
artistic set which ranges the studios north 
of Washington square.

A CRITICAL ELECTION. 

The vote following Ald. Melnerney's 
tirade was effective. But it is by no 
means satisfactory. The majority for 
nonpartisan organization is too small, the 
gang minority is too large. 

The public interest must not depend 
upon so narrow a margin. 

This is for the voters to attend to at 
the polls next Tuesday. 

We are beginning a great constructive 
period in the history of the city. Prob- 
lems vital to the future well being, 
growth, and greatness of Chicago are to 
be solved, and in their solution is unlimm- 
ed opportunity for graft and extortion. 

It is this fact that is spurring the gang 
to a desperate assault upon the nonpar- 
tisan régithe of which the Municipal Vot- 
ers’ league, backed by the press, is the 
only adequate bulwark. 

It is this fact that should awaken the 
citizen to his own interest and to the 
honor and welfare of his city. 

Many thousands of voters who would 
travel miles to vote in a national election 
neglected to register for this election of 
Tuesday next. They were recreant to 
their duty, and some, at least, it is to be 
hoped, will learn the lesson arising from 
the present situation. The voters who 
failed to register undoubtedly were, in a 
large number of instances, if not in most 
instances, men whom the city has a right 
to depend upon for intelligent voting. 
Voters who are voted by a boss are regis- 
tered by the same machinery. 

The coming election should draw ont 
every voter who has any care for the pres- 
ervation of the city from the evils of cor- 
rupt politics. There are good candidates 
against bad, fit against unfit, and there is 
in some wards, unhappily, mall choice. 
But even in the latter cnses the citizen 
should be careful. The difference of a 
shade or two of fitness or unfitness may 
prove critical in an emergency. 

Chicago’s need for a safe and efficient 
council was never greater than now. Let 
us see that we get it.

Count George of Merenburg. who through 
his mother is a grandson of g most 
famous poet, Pushkin, and who is married 
to the elder of the two illegitimate daugh- 
ters of Emperor Alexander II. of Russia, and 
of Princess Yourieffska (née Dolgorouk)), 
commenced by putting forward pretensions 
to be recognized as crown prince of Luxem- 
burg and as regent of the grand duchy dur- 
ing the malady of the now dying grand duke, 
on the plea that the rights of the princesses 
of the house of Nasgau to the throne of Lux- 
emburg did not come into force as long as 
there were any princes of Nassau in ex- 
istence and that, therefore, his rights to the 
crown were superior to those of the grand 
duke's daughters. 7 

Both the national legislature and the trib- 
unals of Luxemburg denied Count Meren- 
burg’s claims, on the ground that the mar- 
riage of his parents was of an altogether 
morganatic character, and proclaimed the 
eldest daughter of the grand duke as heir 
apparent to the throne as crown princess of 
the grand duchy and as hereditary princess 
of Nassau. 

—— 


Defeated in Luxemburg, Count Merenburg, 
as a German, thereupon appealed to the Ger- 
man courts, not for the throne of Lantem- 
burg, but for the control of the great $30,000,- 
000 fortune of the house of Nassau, nearly 
all of the property being situated in Ger- 
many. He was induced to institute the suit 
by certain German Radical lawyers, who 
encouraged him in the belief that morgana- 
tic marriages contracted by princes of the 
reigning families of Germany have the same 
value in the eyes of German law as ordi- 
nary matrimonial alliances. Of course had 
he been able to establish this and to secure 
thereby the control and eventual! possession 
of the Nassau property, he would have had 
grounds for presenting anew his pretensions 
to the throne of Luxemburg. But the Ger- 
man courts have now decided against him. 
They have declared that the morganatic mar- 
riage of his parents was not of such a char- 
acter as to entitle him to succeed to any of 
the honors, titles, or rights which his father 
may have possessed as a prince of Nassau 
and of Luxemburg, and they have decreed 
that the 15 year old crown princess of Nas- 
sau is the lawful heiress to the great proper- 
ty vested in her father, as chief of the house 
of Nassau, as she is heiress to his throne. 

Little sympathy is felt for Count Meren- 
burg, in spite of the fact that the costs of 
the case almost wil) reduce him to beg- 
gary, unless his appallingly avaricious moth- 
er-in-law, the multimillionaire Princess 
Yourieffska, comes to his assistance, which 
is regarded as improbable. For, in order to 
push his case, he did not recoil from sacri- 
ficing the honor of his own mother and from 
placing upon his eldest sister, Countess Tor- 
by, the morganatic consort of Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia, the stigma of illegitimacy. 
The initiated- were perfectly well aware that 
Countess Torby was born some time before 
the union of her parents, even by a mor- 
ganatic marriage, but maintained a discreet 
silence on the su When Count Meren- 
burg first comme d proceedings he was 
warned by the Luxemburg government that 
in order to defend the rights of the crown 
princess of Luxemburg it would be neces- 
sary to raise in court the subject of his par- 
ents’ marriage. Count Merenburg declared 
that he was indifferent to any considerations 
of this nature. 

The result was that the scandal was made 
public for the first time and that the Al- 
manach de Gotha of 1008 printed on page 68 
an extraordinary footnote, in which the 
editors charge the mother of Count George 
Merenburg., that is to say, the mother-in-law 
of Grand Duke Michael Michaelaiovitch of 
Russia, with having lied to them in writing 
about the date of her marriage. The editors 
‘show that her morganatic marriage to the 
late Prince Nicholas of Nassau and of Lux- 
emburg took place on July 1, 1868, inétead of 
on July 1, 1867, as printed in all previous edi- 
tions of the almanach. The editors also state 
that her eldest daughter, Sophie, now 
Countess Torby, was born on June 1. 1868: 
that is to say, a full month before the rela- 
tions of her parents were legalized by the 
morganatic marriage contracted in London. 
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The stately and handsome duchess of 
Buckingham and Chandos has for the second 
time become a widow through the death of 
Lord Egerton of Tatton, who was quite as 
useful and an infinitely more ornamental 
peer of the realm than her first husband, the 
last duke of Buckingham. Lord Egerton, 
who leaves a daughter by his first marriage 
and who is succeeded in his barony by his 
younger brother, represented a younger 
branch of that great house of Egerton of 
which the earl of Ellesmere is the chief, and 
was one of the most important landowners of 
Cheshire. His father, who used to go by the 
nickname of Lord Ramrod,“ owing to his 
stateliness and impressive manner, was 
raised to the peerage by Queen Victoria in 
1859 and his son and successor, just dead, 
was advanced to an earldom by the queen on 
the occasion of her golden jubilee. 

As became a scion of the family of that 
Egerton, duke of Bridgewater, who was the 
founder of the system of inland navigation 
of Great Britain, and the creator of the 
Bridgewater canal, Lord Egerton was one of 
the chief promoters of the Manchester ship 
canal and for many years president of the 
company intrusted with its management. His

THE WRITING ON THE WALL.

A ponderous play of the problem variety i 


being presented this week at the Illinois by 
Olga Nethersole and her company of Ameri- 
can players. It is called The Writing on the 
Wall,” and according to published statements 
is believed by Miss Nethersole to constitute 
one ot the cornerstones in that mighty struc- 
ture yet to be—the Great American Drama. 
Perhaps the new play by Mr. Hurlbut may 
be one of the cornerstones. It certainly is 
heavy enough, and it also is rough enough. 
All that can be hoped is that if it really be a 
cornerstone the remainder of the structure 
may be of lighter, better srhoothed material, 
or that the structure may be long in the build- 


ing. 

“The Writing on the Wall” is an expo- 
sition of the ty truth that the tenement 
houses in the slums of New York are in bad 
co and that they form a menace to the 
health and morals not only of the usfor- 
tunate people obliged to inhabit them but to 
the welfare of the whole city. A blow is 
aimed at the conscienceless rich who in lux- 
ury and thoughtless disregard live on the 
rents received frgm such tenements. 

The of bad conditions is wholly 
commendable and the pointing out of the 
source of income of certain of our wealthy 
folk and wealthy corporations is not im- 
pertinent. But to have this great truth and 
this corrective blow driven home to the public 
at large, and to the rich folk in particular, the 
truth and the blow must be more powerfully 
delivered than it is in the Hurlbut play or 
by ‘the Nethérsole company. 

It is doubtful if there was a person in the 
evening's audience at the Illinois who was 
more than superficially impressed by the 
fact that Trinity church of New York de- 
rives ite main income from houses of - 
repute and from tenement buildings that are 
the worst inthecity. There was enough talk 
about the terrible conditions to impress any- 
body, but themmanner of the talking was such 
that what was said did not strongly convince 
nor especially interest. Mr. Hurlbut has 
written a long winded, unconvincing play, and 
Miss. Nethersole’s manner of presenting it 
tends but to lame such forcefulness as it 
possibly contains. 


— 

The story is of a wealthy New Yorker and 
his wife who have a small boy whom they 
both idolize. The husbané derives much of 
hig money from tenement houses of the worst 
kind. The wife interests herself in tene- 
ment work, realizes how deficient in equip- 
ment are these houses her husband owns, and 
gains from him the promise to have condi- 
tions improved, and especially to have new 
and safe fire escapes erected in place of the 
rotted ones now on the buildings. 

The husband gives his word, but orders his 
representative to have the ol@ fire escapes 
repainted instead of new ones put up. 
Christmas celebrations in the houses are 
planned by the wife, and she and the boy are 
to be present. The hoy goes, but she is de- 
tained at home, Fire breaks out, countless 
of the poor folk are killed, and among the 
lost is the son of the rich man. The blow 
brings the regeneration of the man, and, with 
a warrant for his arrest hanging over him, 
he determines to begin anew and to do better. 

The story contains good dramatic posstbill- 
tles and the first act of thd play Is a promis- 
ing one. But the later acts are so padded 
with irrelevant frie and sputter that the 
strength of the drama 1s lost. Could the 
whole construction be tightened up and made 
firm there could be a play of fair power ob- 
tained, but at present the whole thing Is 
talky, turgid and ineffective. Clear, direct, 
sharp acting might do much for the piece as 
it stands, but the Nethersolean pause and 
repetition is over and through it all and dull- 
nets and tediousness are the result. 

Miss Nethersole plays the part of the wife 
and she plays it as affectedly- and fussily as 
she has come to play everything she has ht- 
tempted in late years. Time was when there 
seemed a chance of her maturing into one of 
the bright lights of the English Speaking 
stage. but she has become so fixed in her 
manneriems, her drawl, her glide. and her 
posing that there now is nothing real, noth- 
ing vital, nothing sincere in anything she 
does. 


— 

She play acts all the time, and play acts 
harder and more diligently than any other 
actress before the public. There is not a 
word spoken in a direct, natural way, not 
a gesture that does not reek of affectation 
and pose. The Writing on the Wan calls 
for honest, direct treatment if it is to amount 
to anything. She worries it and fusses it 
until even such vitality as it does possess is 
shaken out of it. There was not an instant 
during the evening when she reached the 
hearts of her auditors, not a moment when 
she impressed as really in earnest. All was 
put on, all was studied pose. 

And Miss Nethersole as the star and taan- 
ageress of the company naturally sets the 
pattern for all the members of her support. 
Mr. Morris, who as a rule is a straightfor- 
ward actor, repeats hie lines and prattles 
around much of the time just as she does. 
Mr. Haines is direct, but he has a part which 
is so preachy and is made so caddish by a 
stupid love declaration that it becomes a role 
virtually impossible so far as obtaining the 
sympathy of the auditor is concerned. The 
two worldly lovers which are introduced to 


supply supposedly comic relief are worse 


than hopeless. 

The two really live personagés in the en- 
tire play and performance are the man 
Trainor and his wife Stella They at least 
have positiveness. Trainor talks straight 
from the shoulder and can speak a sentence 
without jabbering it over a second time, and 
his wife is also capable of saying what she 
means the first time she tries it.

@irected at improper practices which have 
flourished because of loopholes in the em- 
ployment act as it stands, have been made. 

The new draft has the indorsement of the 

National Association of Employment Agents 
mond nearly every allied interest. 

New provisions of the bill are the outcome 
ef several recent conferences which have in- 
cluded: M. Rosenthal, from the office of 
the state's attorney; Prof. Ernest Freund, 
@ member of the faculty of the University of 
Chicago; Miss Grace Abbott, director of the 
League for the_Protection of Immigrants; 
Howard Hayes, assistant corporation coun- 
eel; C. J. Albert, repr ting the Teachers’ 
agency; and David Ross, representing the 
labor commissioners; and a committee of 
fourteen from the National Association of 
Employment Agents, of which there are 247 
Arms in Chicago. 

Must Prove Good Character.
